Town Council hears 
regional concept 


for recreation 


Mr, Carl Royan, recently 
appointed recreation direc- 
tor by MD Sturgeon, met 
with council in committee 
October 25 and presented a 
concept of regional recrea- 
tion which he felt would be 
beneficial for the town, At 
the invitation of council, Mr. 
Dave Fraser and Mr, Jim 
Wiltshire were present, re- 
presenting the two school 
boards. 

Mr. Royan felt a regional 
program, involving beth the 
MD and the town, would 
enable some cuts in spend- 
ing, allowing more profess- 
ional people to be hired to 
work inrecreation, Services 
of Renee Laird and himself, 
he suggested, could be used 


to benefit the whole region 
in arts and crafts, athletics 
and other areas. 

Combined financing would 
also cut costs of duplica- 
tion in administration and 
paper work he felt, and 
future facilities could be 
more economically planned 
on a regional basis, Parks 
for St. Albert should tie-in 
with the MD, and ski-doo 
trails, which could be con- 
trolled. The larger region 
could provide more spe- 
clalized people, making it 
easier to get programs 
quickly off the ground, and 
providing continuous train- 
ing, so that if one person 
left, a program need not 
collapse, 


He thought also that under 
the regional plan St, Albert 
would be better reimbursed 
for those non-taxpayers in 
the area who presently have 
advantage of programs and 
pay little toward them, but 
who would contribute under 
regional grants from the 
province, More professional 
people he sald could also 
assist in securing more pro- 
vinclal grants for qualified 
programs, not only from the 
Department of Youth, but 
from »ther interested de- 
partments, 

St. Albert council and the 
MD council could both work 
out points they would want 
covered in aregional agree- 
ment, and desired programs 
as an initial step in this 
direction, concluded Mr, 
Royan, remarking that such 
a regional agreement would 
benefit both St, Albert and 
the MD,

on election ideas 


My open letter three 
weeks ago appears to have 
been an exercise in apathy, 
Not one reader has taken 
the effort to refute or supp- 
ort my opinion, 

For what it is worth, how- 
ever, I would still like to 
recommend to the public a 
possible solution to unde- 
Sirable election situations, 

It has become the prac- 
tice for the most part for 
Candidates to conceal their 
intentions until nominations 
are ready to close, Conse- 
quently we are faced with 
acclamations and possibly 
undesirable slates of Can- 
didates, 

In elections there is a 
need for more involvement 
by everyone. Situations 
mentioned above could be 
avoided by a group (ser- 
vice club, church group, 
women’s league, citizens 
committee, etc.) in a town 
our size actually selecting 
and actively supporting a 
Slate of candidates properly 
representative of a cross 
section of the residents, 
This way the qualifications 
could be pre-screened, pro~ 
perly presented and suppor- 
ted from the outset. 

This certainly may not be 
the answer but I feel that it 
may be a desirable means of 
producing results to diffi- 
cult problems, Consider, for 
example, the increasing 
welfare costs, A great many 
people, including politi- 
clans, are desirous of cutt- 
ing back on payments to 
essentials only. Seldom will 
you find a Candidate who 
will risk votes to publicly 
declare his personal posi- 
tion on such a topic, Pro~ 
perly selected candidates 
who can be relied upon to 
take definite action on sticky 
problems could be given a 
mandate {f supported by con- 
scientious organizations, 


One other point I would 
like to discuss briefly is 
the attitude of many resi- 
dents to say “we elected 
them, let them do it.’’ I 
feel it is grossly unfair to 
expect a mayor or even a 
few councillors to shoulder 
the entire load of research- 
ing and legislating the com- 
plex problems faced by our 
town, Why not a volunteer 
committee to investigate and 
document the pollution pro- 
blem in the river valley or 
the drug problem or the 
busing difficulties, etc. and 
have it presented to our 
legislators so that they may 
devote their time more eff- 
ectively to dealing with the 
problems to find solutions, 

Dozens of citizens have 


asked me to sign petitions 
to prevent legislation by our 
elected representatives on 
certain efforts toward proe 
gress in our town, Not once 
has a petition presented at 
the same time a recomm- 
ended alternate solution to 
be submitted with the peti- 
tion. The attitude appears 
to be to stop progress and 
make the elected members 
Start all over again, 

To the residents of St, 
Albert, and in particular to 
the 51 per cent who have not 
even indicated that they 
care, get involved to help 
our community, It is supp- 
osed to be the town, not the 
residents, that is more than 
100 years old,

Edith and Heinrich Eichner are two very different 
personalities, yet, they are remarkably alike, This

The Eichners met at the Schoo! of Fine Art in Mun- 
ster, Germany; they were married the day they graduated 


in 1952, 
Edith,

working. Their work can be

In 1959 Edith and Heini

16, ‘They are all artists,’’ 
Edith says proudly, 

“We had nothing when we 
came, we did not speak Eng- 
lish. We just had three 
babies in diapers,’’ Edith 
recalls, 

Heini took a variety of 
jobs to support his family, 
there was little demand for 
his art in western Canada 
at that time, After the first 
difficult years, the Eichner 
name became better known 
and Edith and Heini were 
well established in their 
south Edmonton art studio 
when the family moved to 
Gibbons, last summer, 

“The noise of the big city 
was beginning to affect me,’’ 
says Edith, a vivacious bru- 
nette. ‘We have bought a 
lovely plece of pine wood- 
land, and we are very happy 
here,’’ 

“Here’’ is an attractive 
split level home in fast 
growing Gibbons, The home 
is filled with Edith’s work 
and Heini has his shop in 
back of the house, 

‘Because we cannot live 
from art alone, Heini does

with no food, 

Remembering what hun- 
ger is, he is now a bit ofa 
health food nut, although 
Edith says he regularly 
raids the fridge and eats 
everything in sight, ‘‘If you 
didn’t make it, I would not 
be tempted to eat it,’’ is 
his answer to that, 

The Eichners work to- 
gether very successfully and 
have collaborated on many 
works, ‘We are a team,’’

“Edith works through 
feeling, I work through 
thinking,’’ explains Heini, 
“Edith is too impulsive, I 
have to calm her down all 
the time.’’

Sturgeon Heights School - result of careful planning 


“This school is the result 
' of several years of planning 
and very close co-operation 
between Morley Workun, the 
architect, the board of trust- 
ees of Sturgeon School Divi- 
sion and the teaching staff,’’ 
explained Walter Heppler, 
principal of the new Stur~ 
geon Heights school, 

This careful planning has 
resulted insizeable savings; 
many small items, which 
teachers through their ex- 
perience found to be un- 
necessary have beenelimin- 
ated from the school, and, 
says Mr, Heppler, ‘‘all these 
little things add up,’’ 

The school has a staff 
of 16, including Mr, Heppler 
and a full time librarian, 
and has 360 students attend- 
ing grades 1 = 9; it is plane 
ned for a maximum enrol- 
ment of about 475, The 
attendance area includes, 
roughly speaking, a three 
mile strip on either side 
of No, 2 highway, from the 
St. Albert town limits to 
just south of Legal, exclud- 
ing Morinville, 

Prior to the opening of 
the new school, these child- 
ren attended Mission Park 
school in St, Albert and 
Cunningham school in Mor- 
inville, All students are 
transported to school by a 
fleet of 11 buses, and all 
take their lunch, ‘‘We have 
both protestant and catholic 
students, and offer an ope 
tional course in the catholic 
religion to those who want 
to take it,’? Mr, Heppler 
said. 

One of the busier spots 
in the school is the com- 

ymunications control room, 
just off the general office 
and next to the principal’s 
office, The school receives 
channels 3, 5 and 11 and has 
its own channel, 4, Here, 
educational programs can 
be taped to be replayed on 
demand, Teachers, or stu- 
dents, can “‘book’’ any pro- 
gram and arrange to look 
at it at their convenience, 


Circle is air- 
conditioned 


The air-conditioned 
circle is the hub of aca- 
demic activity, The large, 
open area houses the in- 
structural materials centre, 
yhich boasts over 7,000 

oks and more than 1,000 
pleces of audio-visual mat- 
erlals, 

Children are free to use 
whatever materials they 
wish, “We want to get away 
from the spoon-feeding con- 
cept, and want our kids to 
learn to take responsibility 
for the materials which are 
available to them,’’ Mr, 
Heppler said, 

There are seven class- 
Tooms in this open area, 
which took two weeks for 
the students to get used to, 
Mr. Heppler sald, ‘‘Some 
of our teachers took a bit 
longer,’’ Here, about 40 jun- 
lor high students are 
{nvolved in a pilot-project 
under the guidance of An- 
thony Taylor, vice-principal 
of the school, The students 
are involved in a Math- 
Science program which en- 
courages them to work ine 
dependently; they meet with 

Taylor on a regular 
‘wasis, but he is more of a 
consultant, “This program 


enables kids who run into 
difficulty in a regular class- 
room setting to show what 
they can do, They write the 
same tests as the rest of 
the students and we are 
happy with the program sa 
far,’’ Mr. Heppler noted, 


Regular 


classrooms 

The seven open class- 
rooms are not assigned to 
any one grade, the teacher 
takes the class to whatever 
area suits the program best. 
There are anumber ofregu- 
lar classrooms at Sturgeon 
Heights school, these are 
used for homerooms, where 
the students go for organ- 
ization at the start of the 
day, they eat their lunch 
here and are dismissed from 
these rooms, 

Some students and teach- 
ers function better in aregue 
lar classroom and they are 
encouraged to make use of 
them, ‘We want our staff 
and students to work where 
they are most comfortable,”’ 
Says Mr. Heppler. 

Around the circle are staff 
offices, used by teachers 


Heppler. The school also 
saved on lockers, ‘‘We have 
two students sharing one 
locker, which, by the way, 
are half-size, We also 
charge a locker fee, Stu- 
dents in grades 1, 2 and 3 
keep their belongings in 
their classrooms,’’ 

Grades 2 and 3 have their 
own ‘‘little’’ school inside 
the big school, These young- 
sters are in a completely 
self-contained open area, 

Mr, Heppler obviously en= 
joys showing visitors 
through the new school, 
**You know,’”’ he says, ‘‘this 
is the kind of facility which, 
when I started teaching, I 
thought I might get into about 
the time I was ready to 
retire. It has come about a 
lot sooner than I thought, 
Things have moved very, 
very fast in the last 10 
years,’’ 

Walter Heppler sees the 
school of the future as more 
of a community centre, ‘I 
think we will see the child- 
ren who need day-care come 
to the school building, while 
others may work more at 
home,’’ Willthis mean fewer 
teachers? ‘‘Not necessarily. 


locker rooms and showers | 


and the large gymnasium, 
“This area was planned with 
community use in mind, We 
can lock the circle and 
thereby close-off the aca- 
demic area, leaving this 
section open for after school 
activities.’ Mr. Heppler 
draws attention to the small 
kitchen, complete with sink 
and cupboards and wired for 
an electric range, ‘‘Groups 
can hold their funtions here, 
and prepare a lunch,’’ 

The music theatre fea- 
tures carpeted tiers, excell- 
ent for choral work, The 
theatre opens up tothe stage 
and the tiers provide good 
seating for small plays, 
without tying up the gym, 
For large functions, suchas 
the official opening when 
more than 700 people atten- 
ded, chairs are put up in 
the gym. The music room 
is separated from the stage 
by double folding walls; 
these provide good sound 
insulation, The stage has 
catewalks and can easily 
be used as a TV stage; it 
comes complete with make- 


up rooms, 


The air-conditioned circle houses seven open classrooms and the 
instructional materials centre,which boasts 7,000 books and more than 
1,000 items of A-V, materials. 


for preparation; seminar 
rooms, where small groups 
can meet for discussion or 
special instruction; the pro= 
ject room, complete with 
drafting table where staff 
and students can prepare 
maps and charts, a two-bay 
infirmary and science labs, 
The school hopes to install 
a small weather station soon 
on a platform over one of 
the labs. 


Sturgeon Heights school 
was funded entirely under 
the provincial foundation 
program, “The department 
allowed $16.57 per square 
foot; the school was built 
for $16,02,’’ Mr. Heppler 
points out, Inrecent months, 
schools in the city are being 
awarded for up to $18 per 
square foot, ‘One of the 
ways in which we economi- 
zed was by bringing in most 
of the furniture from the 
old schools,’’ Mr, Heppler 
noted. ‘‘Also, as you may 
have noticed, this school has 
no windows, except for afew 
in one of the corridors,’’ 
This represents a substan- 
tial saving, according to Mr, 


The teacher of the future 
will be able to spend more 
time with those students who 
need extra attention,’’ 


Rectangular 

wing 

Leaving the circle behind, 
the ‘‘noise generating area’’ 
is in the rectangular part of 
the building, Located here 
is the mechanical room 
where everything runs auto- 
matically, The school gets 
its water from St, Albert, 
the district installed a two 
inch line, Mr, Heppler com- 
ments, 

“Tt used to be when some- 
thing went wrong in the 
mechanical room, the prin- 
cipal would fix it, No way 
is this principal going to 
touch any of this,” he says, 
“But so far everything is 
running well,’’ and he 
glances confidently at the 
whirring fans and belts and 
things mechanical which 
make the school tick, 

Also located in the rec- 
tangular wing arethe music, 
art and dramatics areas,

The art room features a 
separate kiln room, the 
school’s electric kiln {is to 
be installed soon, and a paint 
room, with ceramic tiled 
floor and floor drain, where 
students can mix and spray 
paints to their hearts de- 
light. The school also has 
a concrete outside art area, 
for sculpting, or work on 
large projects when weather 
permits, 

“They gymnasium is ano= 
ther area where we were 
able to save money,’’ Mr, 
Heppler notes. ‘We used 
the cheaper concrete blocks, 
the kind that has wood shav- 
ings mixed in, They have a 
rougher appearance, but 
give much better acoustics 
than the more’ expensive 
smooth blocks,’’ 

The showers in the boys 
and girls (with curtains, 
yet!) locker rooms are cone 
trolled from the instructors 
offices, which come equip- 
ped with their own showers, 
“This way, there’s no way 
the kids can scald each 
other,’’ Mr, Heppler said, 


The school does not offer 
household economics or 
industrial arts; the junior 
high student population, at 
present 120, is too small 


to students of Sturgeon 


for the department of educa- 
tion to authorize these cour- 
ses.

A very worthwhile pro- 
ject for any ladies’ group 
is to provide an ‘‘After- 
noon Out’’ program for the 
young homemakers in their 
community, In areas where 
this program is inprogress, 
it is very popular, Namao 
residents have started a 
‘*Mothers-Take-A-Break’”’ 
program held for two hours 
every Wednesday morning, 

The sponsoring group 
finds out the type of pro- 
gram of Interest to the 
homemakers, If it’s a home 
economics subject, I can 
provide a demonstration, 
talk, etc, The sponsoring 
group then arranges time, 
place, date, etc, and pro- 
vides babysitting in an ad- 
joining room, 

The meeting {s held dur- 
ing school hours’ so the 
mothers can be home after 


school, The program can 
involve one morning or one 
afternoon or a full day, once 
a week, depending on in- 
terest.

The Homemaker

At the first session In the 
Decorating Your Home Ser- 
les, held on November 1 at 
8 p.m, in the Mortanville 
Recreation Centre, a small 
group listened to Mr, Sean 
Booth, marketing represen- 
tative for Armstrong Cork 
Co, of Canada, Mr, Booth 
spoke on hard-surfaced 
floor covering matertals and 
material composition, 
maintenance procedures and 
advantages and limitations 
of various resilient floor 
covering products, Samples 
of the various types of tlles 
and sheet goods were on 
display for all to see and 
touch, As well, informative 
booklets on tiles, corlon, 
corair and candide were 
available to take home, What 
did we learn from Mr. 
Booth? Here's some of the 
information on resilient 
flooring that Sean passed 
on to those in attendance, 

VINYL ASBESTOS TILES 
There are three types of 
tiles available for the con- 
sumer to buy, 

1, Straight Grain Tile - 
The markings or print go 
through to the back of the 
tile surface, These tiles 
come in the .080 gauge 
(thickness) approved by 
Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing Corporation (CMHC), 
The tiles are generally 
available in 12 inch by 12 


inch squares, are porous 
and least expensive in price 
than Type 11, 

2. Type 11 Series Tile. 
Made of vinyl asbestos, but 
have a pure vinyl surface 
which adds to the durability 
and to the cost of the tile. 
These tiles are about 10 
per cent higher in price 
than the straight grain tlles, 
Type 11 tiles are easier 
to maintain because of their 
non-porous feature. 

3, ‘‘Place and Press"’ 
Tile - The above tiles are 
covered with a sticky back- 
ing. On removing the wax 
paper backing the tiles are 
placed in position and pres- 
sed down, They’re in place, 
That’s all there is to it -- 
no messing around, spread- 
ing a tile glue, These tiles 
are priced 10 per cent higher 
than the Type 11 series, 

For straight grain and 
type 11 tiles, buy the special 
cement used to install vinyl 
tiles, Read the label on the 
cement can, and it will tell 
the type of tile to use, 

TILE-ON-TILE CEMENT 
Is your old tile flooring in 
good condition, but you're 
tired of the color and patt- 
ern? No need to strip off 
the old tiles, just buy the 
‘*tile-on-tile’’ cement,

‘“‘Cor-Alr’’ = vinyl coate 
ing is ,015 inch thick -- 
CMHC approved, 

“Custom Air’ « vinyl 
coating {s .015 Inches thick; 
cushion foam thickness Is 
increased by 30 per cent, 

These products are easy 
to install due to their flex- 
ibility, Many colors and de- 
Signs are available, from 


which the consumer can 
choose, = greens, blues, 
reds, pinks, yellows, or- 


anges, whites, browns, etc, 
flower designs, geometric 
designs, Spanish designs, 
etc. Some designs would 
make attractive feature 
walls, 

How long will this floor- 
ing last? Mr. Booth gave 
the average of seven years, 
He said this is a reliable 
estimate, because in ahout 
seven years the homemaker 
is tired of the pattern and 
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grubs, 

Mr, Kerns urges stocke 
men to treat their cattle 
for warbles so there will be 
only grub-free cattle for 
sale during the grub emer- 
gence period from February 
to June,

Installation Tip - For all 
types of cushion roto vinyl 
products, the seam must 
be sealed with a seam liquid, 
This liquid melts the top 
surface of vinyl and so fuses 
the seams together, This Is 
a touchy technique, so should 
be done by a qualified floor 
installer, If too much liquid 
is applied, it can melt com- 
pletely through the vinyl 
coating resulting in no bond 
at all, 

B, ‘Cushion Flooring”’ ts 
over sold on the cushion 
comfort and the ‘‘no-wax’’ 
features. Both features are 
highly over-rated, There ts 
NO such thing as a no wax 
floor covering, Wax Is nec- 
essary to maintain and pre- 
serve floor coverings, Mr. 
Booth stressed the necessity 
of some wax protection, He 
Said in the case of cushion 
roto-vinyl products, waxing 
is only necessary once every 
two cr three months, Before 
re-waxing, he recommended 
that the old wax be removed, 
This prevents the flooring 
from yellowing. 

WHAT WAX TO USE? -- 
For Armstrong floor cover= 
ings, the manufacturer has 
tested and done research 
on the floor wax they re- 
commend to use on their 
products, Armstrong floor 
care products are available 
in the housewares section 
of department stores and in 
a number of lumber stores. 

Never use a paste wax 
on a vinyl asbestos floor 
covering, It will soften the
